“Some officers, Black and white, 
were not happy about the promotions 
and feel that the 15 were handed 
something,” said Dewey Stokes, pres- 
ident of the Fraternal Order of Police. 

Fred Gittes, attorney for-the offic- 
ers who filed the suit, said the police 
department is nearly 15 percent Black,

Central State begins program 
to train water specialists

(COLUMBUS BUREAU) 

If you like the idea of helping your 
fellow man, and you want to go intoa 
career field which is beginning to 
expand-and you want to make a little 
money—Dr. Henry Smith may have 
an offer you can’t refuse. 

Smith, a native of the Caribbean, is 
director of the International Center 
for Water Resources Management at 
Central State University. The two- 
year-old program, which is one of the 
few of its type in the world, trains 
students to manage the water needs of 
a thirsty world. 

Smith is familiar with the problem 
of water resource management on a 
personal level. 

“In the Virgin Islands (from which 
he hails), water is a very precious 
commodity,” Smith said. “We have 
lots of rainfall, (but) the water just 
runs into the ocean.” It was this inter- 
est in ensuring the water supply for his 
own people that stirred the interest of 
Smith in the whole area of water 
resource management. 


The management of water resour- 
ces has been a major issue in the past 
three years, with the famine in Ethio- 
pia making front-page news. Indeed, 
much of the world today does not 


have enough usable water to meet its 
daily needs, and many arcas-- 
including some in the United States— 
have persistent or periodic problems 
of poor water quality. 

The Central State University pro- 
gram is unique in the world because of 
its multidisciplinary interest in water 
issues. 

“In our society, when you think of 
water, you think of engineering,” 
Smith said, “But our students will be 
able to look beyond the engineering 
solutions,” such as dams. “It’s a 
departure from the traditional 
approach.” 

As such, students will take courses 
in Economics, Geography, the Philo- 
sophy of Science, and Biology as well 
as courses in water management. 

The university is offering “not only 
courses that were previously mot 
available at Central State University, 
but also some courses that might tot 
be available elsewhere,” Smith said. 

Central State has committed to the 
water resources program signi 


ces p significant 
resources. It is going to be one 
“programs of excellence” which 
president Dr. Arthur E. ‘is 


promoting nationwide to enhance the 
credibility of that institution.

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Finally, fairness for Black cops 


The Supreme Court of the United States said it so long ago: “Justice delayed is 
justice denied.” We agree only in part with that statement. We applaud the 
decision by U.S. Federal District Court Judge James Graham to promote 15 
Black police officers in Columbus to sergeant. These officers have seen their 
ightful promotions delayed up to 11 years, in large measure because of the color 
of their skins. by 
We believe that, finally, justice was done. Justice had. been delayed, and 
delayed improperly. However, it had not been completely denied, in part due to 
he fairness and prodding of Judge Graham and the clear decision rendered by 
original trial judge, former U.S. District Court Judge Robert M. Duncan. 
The record is incontrovertible: Black police officers were the victims of a long, 
intense, and vigorous program of discrimination. The courts had before found 
hat they had been discriminated against in employment, and forced them to be 


in 1985, as one of his final acts on the bench, Judge Duncan found that 
discrimination, and demanded a remedy. However, the City of Columbus con- 
inued to refuse to work out an acceptable settlement with the Black police 
officers. 
Finally, within months after his own appointment to the bench, Judge Graham 
began toclear up this matter. He forced the appointment of a national committee 
© study the qualifications of those Blacks who had taken, and passed, the 
sergeant’s test in the past. And then, after receiving the names of 15 qualified 
candidates, he promoted those candidates. Those appointments will raise the 
percentage of Black sergeants from 4 to almost 12 percent. 
Only one thing is sad in this entire scenario. It is sad that Blacks must always 
fight with redoubled vigor for those things which are rightfully ours. 
As this is written, it is unclear whether the officers will receive back pay. We 
ge the court to award such back pay. To do less would not be to make those 
officers whole for the discrimination they suffered. In addition, this back pay 
award will demonstrate what discrimination officials ought to know: that dis- 
timination can cost big dollars to those who practice it. 
We applaud the aggressive search for justice by Judge Graham, and we look 
for the best from the 15 officers who are advancing. 


The South Africa vote 


We are glad to see that the House of Representatives finally came to its senses 
and supported, by a 55-43 margin, the bill by Rep. C.J. McLin of Dayton to 
require the state’s pension systems to divest themselves of stocks in companies 
doing business with South Africa. \\’ eis ‘ wt at av varies 

We are disappointed, however, by the response of the 43 Republicans and 
Democrats who continued to oppose this statement of our revulsion to the 
horrifying racism that daily wounds 25 million Blacks in the world’s only official 
government by color. 

We loathe the hypocrisy of so many legislators--particularly Republicans, but 
some Democrats—who argue that such sanctions “hurt the ones we are trying to 
help.” What have they done, in any case, to assist Black South Africans--or 
Blacks in this country? 4 

Most of the ultra-conservatives who spout that line are the same ones who 
oppose affirmative action, have attempted to gut civil rights legislation; have 
voted to cut human service spending; and have consistently supported the South 
African government. 

We agree that divestment would “hurt the ones (they) are trying to help,” but 
we know that they are only concerned about helping white South Africans. 

We are disgusted by the effort of some legislators to attempt to add other 
nations to the divestiture list. Obviously, the conservatives want to attempt to 
broaden the bill until it became fundamentally unworkable. McLin resisted his 
hypocrisy, and so do we. 

But we are most ashamed and disgusted by some of the particular legislators 
who voted against this legislation. Ron Suster of Euclid got the language in this 
bill which he wanted, Yet, he voted against the bill, and actually spoke against it 
when it came before the House the first time. 

He has aspirations for higher office, which Blacks should probably not 
support. 

Other legislators, such as Terry Tranter of Cincinnati, who has a district which 
includes the all-Black city of Lincoln Heights, also voted against the bill. This 
was a shameful display for a legislator who obviously has chosen not to represent 

the important interests of all the citizens of his district. Another legislator, John 
"Bara of Lorain, also has a large Black constituency. 

p, Just as the Jews have a psychological, emotional, and real commitment to the 
preservation of the nation of Israel, so are Blacks beginning to view South Africa 

wand the entire African continent. 

Just as white legislators know they cannot come into Jewish communities 
‘without discussing their positions--and their votes—-on Israel, so must Black 
fommunities hold legislators on South Africa. 

It is a slap in the face of any legislator dependent on Black votes—indeed, 
sconcerned about justice--to vote against such a bill. 

2! Black voters should never forget what they did, and should be prepared to 
consider their votes at any election season. 


Finally, fair housing 


Ohio finally ended a very long and shameful portion of its history with the 
passage of a law tightening the state's sanctions against housing discrimination. 

The bill, HB 5, sponsored by Rep. Vernon Sykes (D-Akron), will allow the 
state to receive $600,000 in federal funds by making Ohio's law consistent with 
he minimum standards acceptable by the federal government. 

Sadly, Ohio is one of the nation’s leaders in a shameful statistic—housing 

iscrimination complaints. More than 1,100 such complaints are filed in the state 
in an average year, 

And, we are convinced that Ohio-has not done enough to promote both 
affordable and non-discriminatory opportunities in housing for Black citizens. A 
running problem, only now being addressed, has been the failure of the state to 
market the low-interest loan program for first-time buyers effectively in the 
state's Black communities. : 

This program, which could have been a powerful engine for the upgrading of, 
housing for Blacks, has instead seen a disproportionate share of its benefits going 
to whites and not enough going to Blacks. 


_ It seems the tools are now in place to reduce, if not eliminate, those 1,100 

« complaints of housing discrimination per year. We hope Gov. Celeste will take 

" this opportunity to expand and intensify the state's efforts to both eliminate 

“housing discrimination, and expand housing opportunity for all the state's 
citizens.

Civil justice reform legislation 


lam pleased to report Senate 
approval of Substitute House 
Bill 1, sponsored by Rep. Mike 
Stinziano (D-Columbus). Sub 
HB | is the Civil Justice Reform 
legislation that mirrors my 
Senate Bill 330, which was 
vetoed by the Governor last 
Christmas. The basic issue 
addressed by'this'bill is how td 
balance the cofitesting interests 
of Ohio citizens in our system of 
civil justice, 

Without question, there is 
“fault” in our society, Things do 
happen that injure people, and 
those injuries should be com- 
pensated to the degree that oth- 
ers are at fault. All agree that 
the Tort System is necessary, 
not just to compensate victims, 
but also to deter wrongdoers. A 
problem has developed because 
some courts have had a ten- 
dency to stretch legal doctrines 
to compensate the injured and 
have tended to ignore the 
broad, cimulative impact on 
society. Therefore, it is approp- 
riate for the legislature to 
address the issue. 

Ohioans have come to realize 
that in our faulted civil justice 
system, the basic tenets of 
“compensation of victims,” 
“deterrence of wrongdoing,” 
and “targeting of liability to 
responsible parties" are gone. 
Many testified that the justice 
system is little more than 
another entitlement program, 
fraught with abuse, inequity, 
and enormous costs. 

It is inescapable that the costs 
associated with tort awards, 
which includes the cost of liabil- 
ity insurance, are passed along 
to the consumer in the form of 
higher prices. In many cases, 
the costs result in the loss of 
socially beneficial products and 
jobs because a manufacturer 
fears the jeopardy of litigation. 
Indeed, our legal excesses have 
a clear and detrimental effects 
on our domestic economy and 
our international competitive- 
ness. 

Sub HB | is a model piece of 
legislation because it is so well 
balanced, It does not contain 
any arbitrary caps on damages 
or any other provisions which 
would arbitrarily limit the right 
of a jury to make its own deci- 
sion based upon the facts. 
Under this bill, the claimant 
will receive all his rightful dam- 
ages as determined by the jury 
after the jury has been fully 
informed of all relevant facts so 


“jt can exercise its own common 


sense judgment. 

This bill does not contain any 
radical proposals. Rather, each 
provision is carefully tailored to 
correct the root causes of cach 
problem, while preserving the 
jury’s right to assess damages 
in accordance with the facts of 


each individual case. 

It would be tragic for the 
Governor to veto this second 
effort because of special vested 
interests. It is important, at this 
time, for the people to express 
their views. | urge the public to

I did not vote in the last presidential election. Nor the one before. Nor 
in any national election held since I've been eligible to vote. 

Now, before you start pelting me with stony epithets about voter 
apathy, let me just explain why more than 50 percent of all American 
voters besides myself choose not to vote in the presidential election held 
every fourth year—-we simply don't like the available candidates. 

I've said this to friends and relatives many times before, and yet I'm still 
accused of un-American behavior. It’s a privilege, Fm reminded, not a 
right. 

1 will concede that something is terribly wrong when most of the 
citizens in the largest democratic nation in the world don’ bother to cast & 
ballot. But the problem here does notlic with the citizenry; it is rooted in 
the archaic selection system created as a monopoly by the two major 
partics. 

As consumers we 
pickings are spare. 

With the present clection laws (as voted by Republicans and Demo- 
crats) an independent presidential candidate has as much chance of being 

placed on the final ballot as Mikhail Gorbachev. 

Here is a list of things independents must go through in order to be 
eligible to run: 1) They must secure 725,000 signatures on nominating 
petitions, as opposed fo only 25,000 for Democrats and Republicans, and - ~ 
2) They must contend with the grossly unfair petition requirements as 
mandated by cach state, 

In Florida, for example, an independent needs 48,657 petitions signa- 
tures, all on individual postcards with a 10 cent fee per signature paid to 
the state. Democrats and Republicans pay nothing. 

In California it takes 130,000 valid signatures to get an independent 
candidate on the ballot. And in West Virginia, New York and Texas, ifa 
person votes in a presidential primary, they are not permitted to sign a 
petition for an independent candidate. 

And you thought you were allowed to change your mind. 

The list goes on for almost every state. his petitioning system is a huge 
expense for presidential hopefuls who don't have the blessing and, more 
significantly, the financing of a major party. 

This is especially difficult for minority candidates, as running inde~ 
pendently is the only option they have in a system where the two big 
parties are still reluctant to embrace women, blacks, hispanics, etc. into 
their ranks. 

Another disturbing byproduct of this arrangement is how the cam- 
paigns themselves are run. Our national elections have become popular- _, 
ity contests, where issues are ignored, competition is kept to a minimum 
and money determines the winner, . 

The end result is two predictable voices who follow the party piper 
rather than candidates who speak and vote their own minds, Thus you * 
arrive at popular disinterest. 

There have been efforts in the past to get the Supreme Court involved 
in changing the candidate requirements, since Congress has done little, 
but the politically appointed court has shown little interest in resucitating 
the democratic process. 

In Anderson vs. Celebreeze, it refused to rule iNegal (except for Ohio's 
15 percent petitioning requirements) unnecessarily high petitioning 
requirements. 

The court refused to-act in 1984 when Louisiana and Florida laws were

But these laws can Teale peculiar situation as well as présetve poritical 

syndicates. About a year ago, Adlai Stevenson was making a bid for the 

governorship of Illinois. He had planned to run on his party’s:ticket 

(Democrat) but tried to change to an independent when two members of 

Lyndon LaRouche’s National Democratic Policy Committee won state- 

wide seats on the Democratic Party ticket. 

Not wanting to be associated with LaRouche's notoriously bigotted, 
neo-fascist policies, Stevenson tried to challenge a state law requiring 
independent candidates to hand in their petitions nearly a year before the 
election, Something major party candidates were not required to do. 

The law was upheld and Stevenson could not run as an independent, 
but was forced to create an entire new party with a slate of 12 people, an 
unusual situation as most states make it more difficult for parties than 
individuals to achieve access to the ballot. ‘ 

Naturally such an undemocratic election system is not going to spark 
righteous indignation among those who benefit from it (i.c., the Demo- 
crats and Republicans), They're taught early in their political infancy 
never to bite the hand that feeds them, as they might bite off their own 
thumbs. 

Presently, there is a new Fair Election Bill called H.R. 1582, sponsored * 
by Rep. John Conyers (D., Mich.), that would set fair and even standards 
for all candidates in presidential elections. It is a revision of a previously 
ignored proposal, but unfortunately it has been endorsed by only 18 
representatives in the house. 

It has, however, been endorsed by over 120 national organizations and 
prominent political activists, so it does have popular support. But if it is 
again allowed to die quietly, 1988 will be another year in which 60 million 
resigned Americans stay home and simply watch returns.

CINCINNATI-As over 3000 ath- 
leves gathered in St. Louis during the 
ust weekend in June for the Senior 
Olympic Games, one of the athletes 
stood out above the rest.

Beachum confirmed at a July 6, 
press Pa myer held in City Council 
chambers, that he had secured the ser- 
vices of Atty. E. Winther McCroom. 
In addition to being employed as 
principal of East High School, Bea- 
chum is the elected representative 
to the City Council from the city’s 
second ward. 

Superintendent Catsoules' decision 
to transfer the popular principal from 
East High School to Princeton Junior 
High prompted picket line formations 
at the Board of Education offices on 
Wood Street by parents of East High 
School students and members of the 
East High School Boosters. 

The group of protesters also 
included residents of the Second 
Ward, who have expressed support 
for the changes Beachum managed to 
instill in student behavior while going 
to or leaving the school grounds. 

Catsoules stated that he was 
transferring Beachum because of “fis- 
cal irresponsibility.” He has not 
explained precisely how the transfer 
will enhance Beachum’'s ability to 
become “responsible.” 

Parents involved in supporting 
Beachum have noted that since the 
1986 suspension of Beachum, all pur- 
chases, etc. had to be cleared with the 
central office as directed by the 
School Board. In addition, the group 
of supporters say they have copies of 
memoranda issued by Beachum 
which outlines the Board's mandated 
rules regarding the purchases of goods 
and/or services for East High School. 

Superintendent Catsoules has 
offered no public explanation for the 
failure of the internal control system 
to work.

At a Thursday, June 25, meeting 
with protesting parents, Catsoules 
distributed a list of charges and 
unpaid debts which, reportedly, total 
$12,527.82.

Catsoules has not charged Bea- 
chum with actually making the pur- 
chases on the list, Beachum's decision 
to hire Atty.

CINCINNATI--A former employ- 
ee of the Hamilton County Coroner's 
office has been formally accused of 
stealing moncy while a staff worker in 
the Coroner's office. 

Cincinnati police allege that 29- 
year-old Robert Thomas stole money 
from the remains of a person who had 
been brought to the city’s morgue. 
Thomas has been charged with theft 
in office in the bizarre incident. No 
address has been given for the former 
Coroner's aide.

It was determined that the senior 
citizen died in his home of natural 
causes, and two police officers 
responded to the call from the dead 
man's family. 


The officers took the elderly man to 
the Hamilton County Morgue, but 
before the officers turned the body 
over to the morgue they recorded the 
property that the man had on his per- 
son. That property included $180 in 
one of the man’s pockets. 

The officers turned the body of the 
elderly man over to Thomas, and then 
they went into another room of the 
morgue to finish the necessary paper 
work in the case. When the officers 
returned, the money in the elderly 
man’s pocket was missing.

Closing of gap sought between 
academics and young athletes 


Its goal is to insure that athletes not 
only excell and graduate from high 
school, but receive college educations 
as well. 

AAI held a workshop Saturday, 
(July 11), at St. Stephens Community 
House-whereby approximately 35 
parents and high school athletes 
received information about the agen- 
cies services. 

To prepare athletes for college, 
AAI provides tutoring services and 
academic counseling at a cost of $100 
per student each academic year. Other 
services include workshops, sports 
clinics, ACT and SAT computerized 
testing, financial aid and scholarship 
searches and unofficial college visits. 
AAI's goal is. to recruit 200 
student-athletes. 

Leverette, a teacher at Eastmoor 
Middle School and former director of 
the Springfield Police Ath}etic 
League, is president of AAI. He said 
he has seen too many of his friends 
wind up with neither an education or 
career after playing college and pro- 
fessional sports. 

“There are only two to three stars 
onateam, The rest are just part of the 
supporting cast,” he said. “You are a 
student first and an athlete second. 
This organization is not baséd on 
super stars.” 

Larry Walker, a former East High 
School basketball player and coach of 
the 1978 Class AAA boys state cham- 
pionship team, said a student does not 
have to be an athlete to take advan-

tage of the organization's services. 

Children as early as the seventh,and 

eighth grades may join. Walker said 
ASAI is also trying to recruit more 
young women. 

“We had a pride once and that pride 
has to come back. That’s what AAI is 
all about,” he said. ¥ 

Leverette cautioned parents and 
students not to take the wrong track 
of education. He urged students to 
work toward placement in college 
preparatory and advanced placement 
courses. “When college coaches look 


at transcripts they want high achiev- - 


ers,” he said. 
He said it is not that young people 


do not have the ability, they are just’ 


not.using it. “A lot of you young peo- 
ple are not living up to your expecta- 
tions or your true goals,” Leverette 
added. 

Leverette and Walker urge parents 
to take an active role in their child's 
course of study and help them choose 
courses that will push and challenge 
them. 

Presentations were also given by: 
Lou Sartori, men’s basketball coach 
at Ohio Dominican; Nan Carney- 
Debord, women’s head basketball 
coach at Ohio Wesleyan and head of 
the women’s athletic program; and 
Capital University head men’s bas- 
ketball coach Dave Cecutti. 

A subsequent seminar will be held 
in August with participation from 
several coaches from NCAA Division 
I schools.
